the "Great Debate" and other non-Issues in Free Radio 
-or- Just Who's Riding that Trojan Horse, anyhow? 

Recently you might have heard a station proudly featuring something about a so-called Great Debate, 
then flogging the dead horse about AM vs sideband modes. It may have been an attempt at humor, but 
this columnist is forced to ask: "what debate?" 

There are several minor points that keep popping up like bad pennies to divide the Free Radio scene; 
among these are: AM vs sideband, studio pirates vs real pirates, security leaks, quantity vs quality and 
the existence of a Boss, or rulemaker, in Free Radio. Let's look at these things Individually. 

1. One of the truely great non-Issues is the alleged "AM vs sideband debate", which only exists in that 
Op's head. HE likes sideband and apparently cannot accept that most of the listeners do not. That's his 
personal problem, I'm afraid. The last I ever heard of any debate about modes was back In the late '50s 
and early '60s. when the hams were just starting to use SSB and product detectors were not known; 
sideband was called, properly, "shnty slop bucket" because that's what It sounded like on the normal 
diode detector. However, as soon as product detectors became common, the "debate" went away. So 
why drag it out now In the pirate scene? The simple fact is: certain Operators like SSB because it gives 
them better range. Most listeners like AM because It sounds better to them. Sideband was developed as 
a reliable, narrowband VOICE mode, and that's what it has become. And anyone who claims there is no 
difference In the sound should have their ears checked; they probably suffer from severe hearing loss or 



2. Another non-Issue is the so-called "studio" pirate, as somehow differentiated from "real" pirates. You 
know, the guys with studios versus the guys with the transmitters. Since the nature of our hobby makes it 
Impossible for the average listener to tell whether an Op Is running his own transmitter - or even owns 
one - why any hoopla about it? Do YOU, for Instance, know whether Radio Azteca owns a xmtr? How 
about Radio Garbanzo? How about Radio Free Euphoria? Of course you don't - unless you are the Op of 
one of those stations! So, what's the point of making a big deal about It? The only reason is to create 
controversy and division in the ranks of Free Radio enthusiasts. A solution: If you don't like "studio 
pirates", donl offer or give them relays. Simple, yes? 
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3. Another great non-Issue Is "security leaks". Some enthusiasts have been labeled such because certain 
Operators are too "loose" with Information, or because the Ops think they're undetectable - they're just 
sooooo smart that no one can figure out who they are. Fact Is, they're not so smart after all, and most 
anyone who puts a little thought Into it can figure them out. But these same Ops aren't smart enough to 
acknowledge that fact, so they blame anyone and everyone else for being "leaks". Taint true, McGee. If 
"everyone" knows who you are and what statlon(s) you run, you most likely did it to yourself. You might 
sit yourself down and do some serious thinking about the situation - BEFORE you start point fingers at 
others. None of this should be taken to mean that there aren't a few flakes out there; indeed, there have 
been jerks who actually sent photocopies of pirate QSLs (and the envelopes they came In) to the FCC 
"to assist In enforcement"! 

4. Yet other great non-Issue Is "quantity vs. quality". It has been repeatedly shown In the pages of The 
ACE - by reporting on FCC actions - that a large quantity of activity Increases the likelihood of 
enforcement by the Feds. The more you're on the air, the more likely the FCC will knock on your door. 
Period. If you happen to be wealthy, It might not matter to you; but most of us are Impoverished 
hobbyists and have most of our "liquid assets" tied up In radio equipment, and If the FCC takes our gear 
we are effectively broke. A side effect of quantity Is that the derisive put-down "kids playing radio" rears 
Its ugly head again - something we've been working hard for many years to shake. Why In the world 
would we want to return to the "glorious days of yesteryear* when we can Improve the scene with a 
smidgen of common sense and quality Instead? From recent listening, It Is this writer's opinion that most 
listeners would rather hear absolutely nothing, rather than some of the crap that's been foisted upon us 
under the guise of Free Radio. 

5. Can you believe that some people think there Is a Boss, Rulemaker, or Godfather In Free Radio? 
Apparently they have no Idea what creative anarchy meansl And that's what Free Radio Is. There are no 
Bosses In Free Radio, just participants. Certainly this writer is no Godfather, and I've said that previously. 
I am free to express my opinions In these pages, and H doesn't bother me If others disagree. That Is their 
Right. There Is no requirement that I write things that others agree with, and likewise no requirement that 
others agree with what I write. So where Is this Boss? In the mlnd(s) of those people pointing fingers, 
that's where. If they would contribute something positive to the Scene, they'd be too busy to make such 
ridiculous accusations. 

So, the next time you hear about a 'Great Debate", think about the subject matter real hard and consider 
the source. The only reason these things are dredged up Is to create unnecessary controversy, which 
helps to keep the Scene, such as It Is, divided against Itself. II bet the FCC Is laughing Itself sore about 
all this, too.

French operation SUNSHINE RADIO - LA SUPER PIRATE verified reports for the 
appearance on May 28th on 6254 kHz and here is the station history so far: First show went on 
the air on June 26th, 1988 on 6875 kHz from France with some 20 walls and a vertical Marconi 
antenna. Second and third show were on December 4th, 1988 on 7125 kHz and on February 
26th, 1989 on 7121 kHz, both with 60 watts. Then on May 8th, 9th, 11th and 12th 1991 a 
series of transmissions were made on 4854, 7440 and 7473 kHz with only 0,1 and 2 watts and 
while on FM on 107,8 Mhz only 0,075 Watts were used. Another series were done on 20th and 
21st of 1991 on MW 1655 with 25 to 50 watts, on SW 2450 kHz with 25 to 50 watts resp. and 
on FM 107.40 MHz and 91 .40 MHz with 0,05 Watts. Next transmission was on February 2nd, 
1992 on 6875 kHz with now 70 watts and finally the show on May 28th. 1995 from 08.30 to 
10.00 UTC on 6254 kHz with 40 watts were aired. In the future only 2 to 3 occasions a year. 

SUNSHINE RADIO will be on the air on an experimental basis only and more tests on LW 
and on 90, 49 and 25. metres can be expected now and then. The operator offers 4 different 
QSL cards and an information sheet via: 58, rue Victor Hugo, F-31800 St.Gaudens, France but 
transmissions should come from North-Eastern France! 

Meanwhile we identified Lionels "unids" with lotsa kind help of fellow US chaps - well done 
and Lionel was very grateful! Most exiting matter was WREC using USB mode nowadays 
(normally only AM were used!) and the QSO between Nemesis of RADIO DOOMSDAY and 
KXKVI, a station ran high power in the early 90s with the name of INTERPLANETARY 
RADIO. All stations used low power only! 

LEVEL 1 INTERNATIONAL made a comeback on 6260 kHz July 9th with a special about 
the Merschweiler meeting in the German "Saarland" area! Many station Ops participated there, 
e.g. CRAZY WAVE RADIO, RADIO BENELUX, RADIO UNID, RADIO 
SCHLITZOHR, RADIO LACUNA INT. (new to come soon with SRS address, most likely!) 
and some others. The LEVEL 1 programme consisted of interviews with many guys Still some 
of the first QSL issues are available via the Wupperlal drop! T-Shirts will be available soon too!

MURLEY SENDS MORE INFORMATION ON LA VOZ DE CHIAPAS LIBRE 

Regular readers of The ACE will remember that we have been continually covering the saga of 
La Voz de Chiapas Libre. Their maildrop operator, Jay Murley, has been sending information in 
from time to time about this clandestine station operated by anti-government rebels in the 
Chiapas state of southern Mexico and in northwestern Guatemala. Although the station has 
generated considerable interest in the DX hobby, I have still not seen any loggings of a 
broadcast actually transmitted by the station. So, there has been some question about whether 
the station is actually active. 

I received two letters from Murley this month. First, he provides a more complete address for 
writing to the station, do Jay Murley, PO Box 434106, San Ysidro, California 92143-4106. Jay 
also accepts e-mail communications using JMURLEY@AOL.COM as an address. As far as I 
know, he does not check into the ACE BBS. Murley also maintains a voice mailbox at (619) 
621-6780. The maildrop post office box is good for any reception reports that you may have for 
La Voz de Chiapas Libre. 

The station is also involved in the distribution of a series of Chiapas Libre postage stamps. Jay 
sent me three of them, including one with a picture of Emiliano Zapata, another with a bust of 
Francisco (Pancho) Villa, and a third stamp design with a picture of a PC with monitor. The 
series of stamps is apparently designed to promote the rebels and their radio station. 

I sent Jay a letter in hopes that he would forward information of an actual logging of a station 
broadcast that might have been reported by somebody. He says that four reception reports have 
been verified, from locations including Key West FL; Bay Islands, Honduras; the Cayman 
Islands; and the Cancun-Cozumel area of southeastern Mexico. Given this, there certainly must 
be logging details that could be extracted from these reception reports. 

In a detailed and pleasant reply that we appreciate in ACE, Murley confirmed that these four 
reports had been verified. Jay listed a large number of villages in southern Mexico and 
northwestern Guatemala that have served as transmitter sites for the station at various times. He 
tossed in a xerox of a Pemex oil company road map of Chiapas that identifies some of the 
villages. The rebels move the transmitter continuously on a mobile basis so that they can avoid 
the Mexican and Guatemalan authorities. Jay points out that the terrain in southern Chiapas and 
northwestern Guatemala is very rough, making it difficult to carry generator fuel from place to 
place so that the transmitter can operate. He says that the transmitter is "a hybrid what started 
out as an old Hammarlund." They listen to the signal on a couple of other antiques, including a 
Hallicrafters S388 and a National NC125. 

Murley says that "on three occasions IVe been on it (Chapias Libre) live, and I recorded an 
te there." So, it seems that he should have some 
l has occasionally operated in the past. However, 
I received recently from Jay have any specific 
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information that 1 would classify as an actual logging. The closest he gets is the following 
sentence: "Most DXer listings I'm aware of, George, were just about day and date with the drive 
of 14,000 Mexican federal troops into rural Chiapas." Murley insists that the station actually 
exists, and has continued plans for irregular operation, but he has not yet provided any direct 
evidence of an actual broadcast through logging data that would include the standard 
information of date, time, and frequency. In the past he has suggested that the station has used 
the 41 meter pirate bands, but he has never mentioned a discrete frequency within this band, or 
a date and time that the station was actually active in this band. 

So, you can continue to judge all of this for yourself. Murley indicates that the station's activity 
is more sporadic now than it used to be, but he still has not mentioned any precise loggings of 
the station, either recently or formerly. We appreciate the materials that he has been sending to 
ACE, and I have written him back again. Stay tuned. 

HANS JOHNSON RECEIVES VIDEOTAPE OF PUERTO R1CAN BUST 

In the October 1994 issue of The ACE we printed considerable information about the FCC's 
bust of the anti-Castro clandestine station Frenta Nacional Cubano. This bust took place at the 
Hacienda Las Carolinas ranch, located about thirty miles east of Ponce on the expressway 
linking Ponce with San Juan. The case was extremely interesting for two reasons. First, along 
with the FCCs confiscation of transmitters on Brother Stair's m/v Fury in Charleston, SC, this 
was one of the very few FCC busts of unlicensed broadcasters in 1994. Second, the ranch is 
owned by Domingo Sadumi Sr., a Cuban exile and a prominent affluent architect in Puerto 
Rico. Sadumi is a member of the Board of Trustees of Jorge Mas Canosa's Cuban American 
National Foundation. 

We reported in the December 1994 ACE that in response to a Freedom of Information Act 
request by ACE member Ulis Fleming of Maryland, the FCC said that the station had actually 
been busted twice. On December 1, 1993 it was busted at the home of Ralph Santa-Cruz 
located at 19010 SW 188th Street in Miami. The FCC also told Ulis that FCC staff Reuben 
Jusion and Tim Ogg "took videos of the antenna site and of the transmitter through a window 
located in the back of the transmitter room." The FCC said that copies of two videotapes were 
available from Larry Clance at the FCC for $15.00 each, with (202) 418-1110 given as the 
number to call "concerning arrangements to obtain" copies of the tapes. 

Clandestine expert and Jihad DX editor Hans Johnson, who recently moved to Colorado, took 
the FCC up on this offer. He now has received a copy of one of the videos. I have seen this 
video. It is a good thing that this is not a Siskel and Ebert review column, since Jusion and Ogg 
will never win any awards in Hollywood for camera work in the bust video. The image often 
jolts about erratically. But, it is nevertheless an extremely interesting bit of video footage. 

Two large signs saying "Hacienda Dos Carolinas," one with a happy "BIENVENIDOS" 
message, clearly identify the transmitter QTH. The transmitter was housed in a building with 
typical red Caribbean roof tiles, with a very large antenna at the side of the building that could 
have been a log periodic. There was one sign next to the building saying, "No admittance, 
authorized personnel only," and "Warning: this property protected by security patrol." However, 
the building appears deserted when J. Eager Heaver of the FCC shows up, although a broadcast 
is clearly in progress. 

The FCC vehicle was a white passenger car with no visible external antenna. Inside the car was 
a Yaesu FRG-8800 tuned to 7020 and 7017.8 kHz with a pinned S meter, as well as a MAOF- 
1D direction finding apparatus in two pieces. One was a large flashing red LED on the 
dashboard, while the main part of the DF gear and the FRG-8800 were installed in the back 
seat of the car. 

Audio of the broadcast sounded like typical anti-Castro clandestine fare, with male and female 
announcers attacking Castro in Spanish. Trumpets and other instrumental music occasionally 
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entered the programming. I saw very few loggings (or actually no loggings at all) of this station 
while it was on the air, so ifs now interesting to hear their shows courtesy of the FCC video. 
Our thanks go to Ulis Fleming and Hans Johnson, whose efforts led to this remarkable 
videotape footage of an actual FCC bust. 

TROPICAL BAND LIST 

The Ontario DX Association has begun to stock and sell copies of Willi H. Paamann's Tropical 
Band List. ODXA high hoo hahs Harold Sellers and David Clark tell me that the club will no 
longer be carrying the "Tropical Band Survey," since this second publication is of higher 
quality. Paaman publishes the list in Germany with quarterly updates. It contains an extensive 
list of tropical band broadcasters currently active between 2300 and 7000 kHz, omitting big 
international powerhouses operating on 41 meters, but including relatively low power tropical 
stations in this range. The list is sorted both by country and frequency. Each entry contains 
information on the station ID, country, frequency, power, level of activity lately, and ease of 
reception in Europe and elsewhere. Schedules are listed for the majority of stations. A very nice 
feature is a notation of the sunrise and sunset time at the transmitter QTH, which is updated 
quarterly. These times are useful for estimating possible greyline paths that could enhance 



I mention this list for two reasons. First, it is an excellent reference that will be very useful. 
Second, the list contains all clandestine stations operating in the tropical band, unlike the World 
Radio and Television Handbook which still cheapens its own value by censoring all clandestines 
and pirates. You will probably want to order one of these 50 page lists. They are available on a 
quarterly basis for $12.50 US via the Ontario DX Association, PO Box 161, Station A, 
Willowdale, Ontario M2N 5S8. Canada. 

The listing for WWCR on 5065 kHz will be of interest to ACE members. Under the notes 
column next to the WWCR listing, the list categorizes the tropical band transmission from 
North America as an "Illegal broadcast." 

RIGHT WING OUASI-CLANDEST1NES UPDATE 

ACE member Dave Schmidt of Delaware sends in a very interesting letter with an enclosure of 
an article from the July 2 edition of the Philadelphia Inquirer about the situation at WINB. The 
paper reports that between January and May the station was essentially operated by the Main 
Street Radio Network, "a network organized by Patriots and specializing in Patriot 
programming." The paper says that the network "disbanded in May because of infighting." The 
newspaper confirms information sent in previously by ACE member Alan Masyga of 
Minnesota, saying that "WINB is off the air for repairs." 



li WINB has a sister television station, WGCB-TV. This si 



shows such as Pastor Pete Peters' Truth of Our Times. Barry Morrison, the head of the 
Philadelphia-based Anti-Defamation League, said in the Inquirer that Peters' show "was bigotry 
openly pandered to the public." The TV station also formerly aired Ernst Zflndel's Another 
Voice of Freedom program, which often claims that the Holocaust did not take place. ZOndel's 
program was yanked after a protest by the Philadelphia ADL. Peters bit the dust on WGCB-TV 
after a meeting between station owner John H. Norris and ADL personnel. In addition to WINB 
shortwave and WGCB-TV, Norris also owns WGCB-AM 1440 and WGCB-FM 96.1 in York 
County, Pennsylvania, as well as York County cable TV channel 49 and a "satellite system 
called the Keystone Inspirational Network." Inquirer correspondent Glen Justice quotes 
Passport to World Band Radio editor Larry Magne about the impact of far right wing Patriot 
programming on shortwave. Magne said that, "It has hurt us...It has made (shortwave) seem 
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sends in an update of some continuing far right wing programs on the WWCR schedule from 
Nashville. These include the Hour of Courage for an hour at 2100 UIG Mondays-Fridays on 
12160 kHz, and Dr. Ben Hand on the same frequency at 2200 UTC with a show supporting 
Lyndon LaRouche. Alan also notes that these shows replaced other fur right wing broadcasts 
that had formerly staked out these timeslots. 

Interestingly, Alan says that he saw a CNN television news report about National Vanguard 
Books, which is the organization in the National Alliance lliut luppoftl the American Dissident 
Voices program. A North American pirate station operator, who has asked to remain 
anonymous, reports that he is checking into interesting new rumors on the connection between 
this program and the old pirate Voice of Tomorrow. Those connections are too explosive to 
print, since they are unconfirmed at this timo. but we're working on the story. 

LOG FROM BKAS.STOWN 

Monitoring Times QSL columnist and ACE member Gayle Van Horn of North Carolina proves 
that magazine editors can also support DX hobby clubs. Gayle sends in a July 2 logging of the 
Voice of Human Rights and Freedom for Iran. She heard the station on 1 1469.67 kHz from 
0320-0340 UTC with a 32333 SINPO. Gayle heard muddled audio from a male/female duo in a 
local language, along with Middle Eastern vocals. A clear ID was broadcast, along with 
considerable discussion of Iran. A parallel frequency of 9380 was audible, but with a very poor 
signal. Gayle noticed no sign of a parallel 9270 kHz frequency. Whenever I mention this station, 
I point out that conventional wisdom in the DX hobby has long held that this one is a USA 
government operation through your tax dollars at work. 

Gayle also gets credit for the discovery of a Spanish language satellite audio channel that carries 
actuality feeds from anti-Castro clandestine stations. The Spacenct 2, transponder 13U (4) SUR 
TV network carries video on this satellite, but the satellite clandestines are audible on the 5.8 
mHz audio subcarrier of the video. In the July/August issue of Satellite Times, Gayle says that 
all of the following stations have been heard on this channel: La Voz de la Resistencia, La Voz 
del Cubano Democratic*, La Voz de la Federacion Mundial de Ex-Presos a Politicos de 
Cubanos, and La Voz de Cuba Independiente y Democratica. Larry Van Horn played actuality 
audio from the CID satellite broadcast over the phone to me a few weeks ago, and we 
determined that the satellite audio was not in parallel to CID's regular 9941.7v kHz shortwave 



CUBAN TV PROGRAMMING LIBERALIZED 

ACE member Maryanne Kehoe of Georgia sends in an article from the June 27 Atlanta 
Constitution that claims that Cuban television is doubling its transmission time during July and 
August, and that it is adding programming such as "Lassie," Alfred Hitchcock shows, 
"Columbo," and "Jurassic Park" to the schedule. The intent of the liberalization is to "capture 
the interests of Cuban children during the school vacation," according to the Mexican news 
agency Notimex. Maryanne accurately points out that the content of Cuban broadcasting has 
been opening up somewhat lately. Meanwhile, numerous strident anti-Castro clandestines 
remain on the air, with little change in format or content. 

BARRY WILLIAMS LOGGING 

ACE member Barry Williams of Alabama sends in an interesting logging on June 30 at 0510 
UTC on 9365 kHz in AM. He believes that this one is the International Committee for Defense 
of Human Rights and Red Cross of Abkhazia. He said that the program used "kinder Deutsche," 
which translates as children's German. It's sort of like the Special English that the Voice of 
America sometimes uses. Barry said that the station played patriotic songs and solicited letters 
in English, German, or Abkhazian. He really did not hear a clear ID during the show, but given 
the content, he's pretty certain that this is what he heard. Does anybody have any additional 
information on this operation? 
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Barry also heard La Voz del C1D on 9941.7 kHz in mid-June on 9941.7 kHz. Unfortunately I 
lost the exact date of this log, but CID obviously is still active.

AM STEREO? Yes, this has been on my mind [what's left of it] for quite some time...but 
there's no AFFORDABLE gear out there for hobbyists; if you're like me, I don't have several 
grand for a C-QUAM exciter. Boy, I sure wish Mr. Kahn could have had his system accepted; 
it was so much easier to generate over that of the Motorola C-QUAM system, but as we all 
know, BIG MONEY wins out over the little guy.... 

So what do we do? Do like Jolly Roger Radio [U.S.] did awhile back: use TWO transmitters! 
This will also require two receivers for the listener, but there's no need to buy special, expensive 
equipment. Here's what to do: obtain two Ramsey AM-1 transmitters [or Panaxis, whatever 
your choice or pocketbook will stand]; the AM-1 has only a monaural input so what you'll do 
is feed right-side audio to one and left-side audio to the other. To keep it simple, feed each 
tranny into it's own antenna, therefore no need for a combiner, diplexer [remember the 
pocketbook!]. This latter device [help me, you engineers out there!] allows more that one 
transmitter to feed into a single antenna, but are expensive commercially, Any one out there 
able to build a simple combiner???? Please???? 

Now. here's where the fun begins! Remember, you'll want the most true stereo effects you can 
get for this operation; remember Quadraphonic and four-channel speaker systems belching out 
Led Zeppelin's "Whole Lotta Love"? Cool stuff, whizzing from one speaker to the other! You 
can do the same thing, especially with a two-microphone system into the mixer, with both mics 
spread at a distance! Room sounds, talking or other things can really get fun at the receiver[s]! 

Remember the old drama plays, done in real, true studio fashion? The burglar would be 
walking across the floor, and you could "see" him in an aural sense, as well as other special 
effects as they drifted from one speaker to the other[s]. A multiple-microphone set-up in the 
living room or studio of your own making would be a great way of making your AM stereo 
station come alive! Good TRUE stereo music is also the only way to go; you'll want quality if 
you're going to go to all this trouble! Halfway just won't do it! 

At one time, Radio Shack had a true stereo mic, with two heads for $35 or $40; the 1995 
catalog doesn't show it available. In the way of mixers, what's available at the Shack usually 
has two mic inputs; don't forget you could sub-mix up to four mics with their 32-1 105 mixer, 
but you'll lose the stereo effect with this "four-into-one" set up. Rad Shaq's 32-1212 six- 
channel mixer has three mic inputs [with EQ] for $169.95; the 32-1214 will also take three 
mics for $139.95. A little shopping in professional journals or in music stores for used mixers 
[commercially known as "consoles"] could net you a good, older model that accepts either line- 
level OR mic inputs. Come on folks...ideas? Buenos noches amigos, amigas....Bud.

Let's hope that such statements are remembered by all the next time someone wants to try to 
dictate what Is or Is not an acceptable way to participate In the hobby. 

I would also like to address the long time ACE member who believes that because I responded to 
someone elses definition of the heros of pirate radio, my -obviously Inflated ego' should find other 
outlets. Sorry you do not approve of the presentation of alternative views regarding subjects which have 
had a single view expressed ad nauseam, month after month, In the pages of the ACE. Every person 
who Is Involved in any way with providing a free radio broadcast to the listeners Is a hero In my book. I 
have no Intention of attacking anyone for doing what they believe Is their own personal version of what 
free radio means to them.

This handy Insight Into the Europlrate scene Is sent every Tuesday and 
contains a host of useful Information. 

Although some claim that they "know what I am doing", dangerous practices continue to show up on 
the internet. The records so far retrieved from the government regarding an FCC visit earlier this year 
reveal without question that the FCC used information from a posting in alt. radio. pirate in their attempt to 
shut down a free radio station. The affidavit used to support the search warrant Indicates that the FCC 
has located unlicensed transmissions to within a IS mile radius. If a station has been monitored by the 
FCC, the fix from the monitoring station provides a general area within the 15 mile radius where the 
transmission originates. The affidavit next explains that using this IS mile radius and the announced ID 
of the station, Information was obtained from the alt. radio. pirate newsgroup that announced a specific 
station broadcast would be at a certain time and frequency. The FCC dispatched direction finding 
equipment to a site within the 15 mile radius and waited for a signal on the announced day. 

There Is a lesson that can hopefully be learned. Announcements listing future broadcasts should 
never Include a station Identification or any other distinguishing characteristic. Even an anon server 
address, used repeatedly, will enable the FCC to associate that anon address with a certain station. 
Unless the station is using a different transmitting site, the FCC will undoubtedly have narrowed the 
search to within a 15 mile radius and they will know when the next broadcast is scheduled and may be 
there waiting. I know of a couple of stations which recently used this path to Inform the FCC of a hoax 
airing. I understand they did broadcast but at a time, date and frequency far from the pre-announced 
information.

Afterward, the 
only illegal activity is a pirate radio broadcast deejayed by singer Eddie Vedder. It s 
Vedder's way of chilling out from two ferocious hours on stage, his voice hoarse and 
scratchy from the dehydrating effects of the Rocky Mountain altitude. Now he is face to 
face with a Wesley Willis record in the back of banged-up grey van, firing musical 
contraband from twin turntables into the night. "First there's the sound of Willis pole- 
axing his poetry with noise-rock guitar, then the Sex Pistols' Johnny Rotten butchering 
Jonathan Richman's "Roadrunner," followed by Sonic Youth, Denise LaSalle and hard- 
core rapper Paris. A glass of red wine at his side, Vedder seems unusually upbeat; it's 
only the second show of band's first North American tour, and it feels good to be playing 
music again." 

Could it be that Eddie Vedder (together with Alice Cooper) had an advance copy of the 
following item forwarded to us by Ulls Fleming do Amateur Radio Newsline? 

Congress is considering whether to freeze the 186 million dollar budget of the Federal 
Communications Commission. This, at a time when it may greatly expand the agency's 
powers. The proposed freeze was written by Representatives Jack Fields of Texas, and 
Edward Markey of Massachusetts They are the chairman and senior Democrat, 
respectively, of tho House Commerce telecommunications subcommittee. F.C.C. 
chairman, Reed Hundt says that a proposed appropriation freeze for the fiscal year 1996 
would not provide enough money to carry out new telecommunications laws unless the 
agency curtailed its other activities. This could have a marked negative impact on all 
services Including Amateur Radio The F.C.C. backed by the Clinton administration had 
requested 223 0 million dollars for the fiscal year 1996. No additional employees would 
be hired. Most of the additional money would go to computerizing the agency. 

Great, so now with rock piracy and FCC cute, we're ready for some serious pirate DX. 
And what better way to get all the "up to date" station news than the Black Book, which 
was forwarded to us by Kirk Trummel. Now all we have to do is to actually log the 
stations! But that's the hardest part (other than publishing the ACE— hi!)
